2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 
Claims 1-19 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Chrisey et al. (US 6,177,151 Bl). 

Chrisey teaches a method of laser transfer where a gas is created by a matrix material and is used to propel a transfer material 
towards a substrate (column 7, lines 50-57). This reads on the gas flow of the applicant's claims- All other limitations are read upon 
by the examples. 

Claim 20 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Balooch et al. (US 6,120,857). 

Balooch anticipates the apparatus of claim 20 by figure 1. In particular, a target in taught in the interior of the chamber (14), the 
chamber has a transparent window (11), there is a target evaporation source exterior to the chamber (12),. and there are gas means for 
directing a gas flow toward the substrate (17, 19). 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
